Chief Executive Makes the Review In 


the Mayflower and Later Receives 
the Commanders of the Several Ves- 
sels— Program x>_^ rved and Inci- 
dents of the Day. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., Sept 3.—In the 


•waters of Long Island sound, off Oys- 
ter Bay, President Roosevelt today re- 
viewed what was probably the great- 
est assemblage of war vessels hi 
the history of the United States. 
In the 
gigantic fleet were 
the 


newest and best of the vessels of the 
American navy, including all that is 
most efficient in the various classes of 
battleships, cruisers, torpedo boats 
and torpedo-boat destroyers and sub- 
marines. In the fleet commanded by 
Rear Admiral Evans there were 15,- 
000 men to cheer President Roosevelt 
as the Mayflower steamed through the 
lines of warships. 


In making the review the May- 


flower steamed to the head of the cen- 
ter column, then along its south side, 
and between it and the torpedo craft 
forming the first column, which lies 
nearest the shore. In going down the 
line the president passed and received 
the salutes of 12 battleships, eight 
cruisers and four monitors. The May- 
flower then turned the column, circled 
the entire fleet and toolc up a position 
600 yards to the east of Admiral Ev- 
ans' flagship Maine, thus heading the 
whole fleet. Here the official calls of 
the commanders of each ship were 
paid to the president, who entertained 
the commanders and his guests on 
the Mayflower at luncheon. A salute 
in unison from the entire fleet was 
fired when the president came within 
signalling distance, and as the May- 
flower cleared the stern of each ship 
another salute of 21 guns was fired by 
the ship reviewed.

12:10 p. m., squadron and division 
commanders shove off for Mayflower; 
12:15 
p. m., commanding officers 


shove off for Mayflower; 1 p. m., re- 
ception on board the Mayflower; 2:15 
p. m., flag and commanding officers 
return to their ships; 2:30 p m., 
president visits the Maine, Alabama, 
West Virginia in succession.

according to previous assign tnent. At 
the close of the review the.'e was a 
reception on the Mayflower at which 
the president greeted the command- 
ers of the ships.

Investigation Being Prosecuted by the 


District Attorney, Who Says There 
Will Be Arrests—Not Likely That 
Business Will Be Resumed by the 
Suspended Concern. 


Philadelphia, Sept. 4.—With the aid 


of three assistants, District Attorney 
Bell began an investigation of the 
affairs of the Real Estate Trust com- 
pany, which failed last week, with a 
view of ascertaining to "what extent 
the laws of the state were violated in 
the transactions carried oa by Frank 
K Hippie, the late president of the 
company, and others connected with 
the institution. 
In his examination 


with Receiver Earle Mr. Bell said he 
found sufficient evidence to cause sev- 
eral arrests, but he preferred to make 
a complete independent investigation 
of the company's affairs before ob- 
taining warrants. It is believed the 
company will never resume business 
and that the percentage of money the 
depositors will receive will not be as 
large as was at first expected. 


That it is the intention of the de- 


positors to place the burden of re- 
sponsibility for the failure upon the 
shoulders of the directors has become 
known. Counsel representing $500,- 
000 of deposits declared they were in 
a position to prove the liability of the 
directors. They propose, in the event 
of 
the • directors 
being unable 
to 


evolve a satisfactory plan of reorgan- 
ization, to adopt measures which shall 
insure some benefits to depositors. 


John H. Converse, one of the direc- 


tors, said: "I stand ready and eager 
to pay my proportion of losses, but 
this proportion will be entirely based 
on my holdings of the company's 
stock. This I shall pay, and nothing 
moke." 


"The deposits have been 
swept 


away,'' said Mr. Bell.. "They have 
been looted. There will be arrests. 
1 interrogated Directors Junkin, Hous- 
ton,- Benson and Porter and a number 
of under officials of the trust com- 
pany. I secured much evidence from 
them. I shall continue my investiga- 
tion 
and will 
examine Treasurer 


North and Assistant Trea-surer Col- 
lingwbod. I have found no "evidence 
that the trust funds were tampered 
with beyond the $50,000 already re- 
ported, but I have not concluded my 
investigation of this department"

Syracuse Trades Unionists Hold a 


Large Meeting. 


Syracuse, N. Y., Sept. 4.—William 


R. Hearst, guest of the local trades 
assembly, addressed nearly 3.000 per- 
sons here. In the course of his speech 
Mr. Hearst said: "The producing 
classes should stand shoulder to shoul- 
der in the struggle against the exploit- 
ing corporations. The laws are made 
to favor the corporations, and they 
are too largely made by attorneys for

If Changes In Spelling Prove Unpop 


ular, Says the President. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., Sept. 3.—Presi 


dent Roosevelt, in a letter to Charle 
A. Stillings, public printer at Wash 
ington, wrote that if the changes 
in spelling advocated by the slmpli 
fied spelling board and put into use in 
official documents meet popular ap 
proval, they will be made permanent 
If^ot, he wrote, they will be dropped 
The president's letter says: "Most o 
the criticism of the proposed step is 
evidently made in entire ignorance o 
what the step is. There is not th 
slightest intention to do anything rev 
olutionary or initiate any farreacninj 
policy. 
The purpose simply is fo 


the government, instead of lagging 
behind popular sentiment, to advanci 
abreast of it. 
If the slight change 


in the spelling of the 300 words pro 
posed wholly or partially meet popi 
lar approval, then the changes wil 
become permanent; if they do no 
ultimately meet with popular ap- 
proval they will be dropped, and that 
is all there is about it. The movement 
is merely an attempt to cast what 
slight weight can properly be cast on 
the side of the popular forces which 
are endeavoring to make our spelling 
a little less foolish and fantastic."
